California English Walnuts- 
Culture and Propagation 


Practical Discussion Prepared by Professor Ralph E. 
Smith of the Whittier Experiment Station. 


yHE recent discussions in the horti­ 
cultural press regarding varieties 
of walnuts are very significant of the 
present status of the walnut industry 
in California. It is hut a few years, 
I might almost say months, since the 
main question at issue in the popular 
mind was the seeding versus / the 
grafted tree. Of late, however, the 
standing of the latter has become so 
thoroughly established that It Is only 
the exceptional case where seedling 
walnuts are now planted. 
Although 
long rcognized by those who had given 
the 
matter 
careful 
study and con­ 
sideration 
that distinct varieties of 
walnuts, propagated by grafting or 
budding, were contain to supplant the 
seedling, it lias taken several years 
for the popular mind to grasp the fact 
that there is nothing Impossible or 
extremely difficult in the propagation 
of the walnut tree by the same meth­ 
ods employed with other fruits and 
that there is nothing so pocjiljnr about 
the walnut tree that all the trees lii 
the grove cannot be made of definite, 
uniform, high grade quality and char­ 
acteristics. 


The question now uppermost In the 
mind of the prospective walnut plant­ 
er seems to be what Is the best varie­ 
ty. It Is with the object of shedding 
some light upon this point that the 
presont article Is written. 


In the first place, most or In fact 
.til of the present varieties which are 
/iow upon the market have not been 
sufficiently tested to Justify 
anyone 
in Judging them too critically at tills 
time or recommending them for gen­ 
eral planting all over tho state. Tho 
change of sentiment from tho seedling 
to the grafted tree and the planting 
of tho latter has been so recent and 
limited that no one can say that this 
or that is the best variety or even 
that It Is a good variety for planting 
everywhere. 
Even the few kinds of 
which comparatively old plantings ex­ 
ist have beon tried only in a few plac­ 
es to a very limited extent and their 
merits cannot be safely Judged except 
In the particular localities where they 
have been thoroughly tested. In the 
caso of most varieties which are now 
being offered 
their reputation rests 
entirely upon one tree growing i'u ono 
placo, or at most upon a very fuw 
. young trees which have been propa­ 
gated from the original. It is there­ 
fore manifestly unfair to either highly 
recommend or condemn there varie­ 
ties for general planting. 
We can 
only 
soloct and try thoso 
which 
seem most promising. 
Tho prospec­ 
tive walnut plantor should understand 
that most of tho varieties which have 
rocolved namos by which they aro 
known and advertised represent simp­ 
ly trees here and there 
about tho 
state which have looked particularly 
good to someone who has had the 
enterprise to nanio 
and propagate 
them. 
Many a grower who is now 
buying some fancy named variety at 
a high price may have trees equally 
as good or bettor for his locality in 


his 
own orchard, If he would take the 
troublo to find them. In fact, one 
who wishes to plant walnutH might 
do much worso In tho present condi­ 
tion of the industry than to find the 
very best tree which ho can in his 
own vicinity and arrange for propa­ 
gating Btock of the same. If he can 
find a tree which Is known to buar 
regularly largo crops of merchantable 
nuts there is no reason why he may 
not confidently oxpoct to reproduce 
this quality by grafting from such a 
tree, and ho will be able to look for­ 
ward with almost complete assuranco 
of the future behavior of his orchard. 
We may also say tl^\t In almost ev­ 
ery 
C I I B O young trees grafted from an 
old ono upon thrifty roots do bettor 
than the original, particularly in re­ 
gard to sizo of tho nuts. 


Which or What 


Tho point which we particularly de­ 
sire to ompliaslze 1B that the first 
question miiBt bo, not which 1B a gooil 
variety, but what Is a good variety of 
walnut. 
In other words, tho most es­ 
sential consideration for tho walnut 
planter to have In mind Is an Ideal 
or standard of what a commercially 
desirable wulnut really is. We there' 
fore offer t h e following as a guide 
in 
this 
direction, ami recommend 
that In udging t h e value of any va­ 
riety 
OK particular tree these points 
bo caiet'ully 
cuiibldel'tul and Inquired 
into: 
% 


Tho essential qualities of the wal­ 
nut may bo grouped Into production, 
quality and season. These are all ex­ 
tremely important and no nut should 
bo taken up or rejected on the basis 
of one without considering tho others. 


That is to say, a nut of the very fin­ 
est quality may be almost worthless 
for planting on account of poor pro­ 
duction, while one of inferior quality 
may be more desirable on account of 
being produced in great abundance. 
The Ideal or perfect nut for any local­ 
ity will, of course, be one which com­ 
bines a high grade of production and 
quality and also matures its nuts at 
the proper season. 
Influence of Stock 


We must not forget In considering 
theso qualities that having to do with 
a grafted tree the influence of the root 
must be considered as well as the 
qualities of the top, for sometimes we 
find a tree having a desirable type 
of nut of poor, weak growth and small 
production, which may be very much 
better In these respects when grafted 
on a vigorous root. 
We do not pro­ 
pose, however, to consider the matter 
of the root in this article, but simply 
assumo that the tree is grown upon 
one which enables It to make a good 
development. 
Production 


In tho present status of the walnut 
industry it .cannot be denied that the 
quantity of nuts which a tree 
pro­ 
duces is of first Importance, so long 
as the nuts are of commercial Blze 
and not particularly 
undesirable In 
quality. 
The production of a walnnt 
tree Is Influenced by the following 
'factors: 


1. Natural tendency of the tree In 
regard to forming fruit buds. 


2. Vigor of growth. 
3. Relative period of bloom. 
4. Immunity to disease of Injur­ 
ious Influences, chief of which are 
blight, frost, 
sunburn, and 
perfora­ 
tion. . 


In order to be a large producer a 
tree must be one 
which 
naturally 
forms an abundance of fruit and Is 
of vigorous growth, so as to develop 
a large fruiting area. It must be one 
with plenty of staralnate 
bloom or 
catkins, as well as producing' the 
young nuts or plBtlllate flowers, and 
one In which the two forms of bloom 
come out well together. 


Of the Injurious or„ unfavorable In­ 
fluences mentioned, some aro of more 
Importance in ono locality and others 
In another. 
The pmspectivo planter 
should endeavor to assure to himself 
tbnt the variety which he proposes to 
plant Is as Immune as possible to all 
of these. 


Blight. Immunity Is one of tho most 
important considerations In walnuts 
and we may say in passing that sev­ 
eral good varieties now exist which 
aro almost perfect in this respect. In 
general, tho trees which come out lat­ 
est In the spring are least affected by' 
blight, thtfs escaping rather than re­ 
sisting tho infection. 
Varieties vary 
somewhat, however, in actual resis­ 
tance under 
similar 
conditions. In 
Judging blight immunity one should 
be sure that the tree has been plen­ 
tifully exposed to the disease and re­ 
mained freo from blight onch soason 
when surrounding trees under similar 
conditions were badly affected. We 
have more than a suspicion that some 
of tho so-called blight Immunes have 
never been really tested by exposure 
to abundant Infection. 


Immunity to sunburn Is of the great­ 
est Importance In districts not near 
the coast, and very desirable every­ 
where on account of occasional hot 
periods. It Is secured by abundant 
foltago and thick husk over the nut. 


Frost Immunity 
IB extremely neces­ 
sary in somo localities and secured 
by the .buds being late In developing 
In the spring. Thus a rather late tree 
is desirable 
both 
from 
frost and 
blight immunity, but it nniBt not be 
too luto In maturing Its crop In the 
fall. 


The production of nuts with Imper­ 
fectly formed shells, commonly called 
"perforation," Is common In some 
lives and not In others. 
This trou­ 
blo Is serlouB enough to warrant Its 
careful consideration. 


Tho Victual amount of the product 
to bo expected varies widely, but it 
may bo said In a general way that 
the Ideal walnut tree ought to pro­ 
duce at least "J00 pounds of nuts per 
year when from fifteen to eighteen 
yours of age. Many trees exceed this, 
nlilunmh the averogo of even the best 
present orchards is far below it. No 
variety should bo considered as at all 
satisfactory which produces less than 
100 pounds. 
Quality 


High quality in walnuts Is extreme­ 
ly desirable as in any other fruit, but 
one should avoid the common mis­ 
take of Judging a variety by a few 
sample nuts without having any idea 


of the amount which It will produce 
In his particular locality. 
Size 


The ideal walnut is moderately but 
rtot excessively large. Iu commercial 
grading all nuts which will not pass 
through a 1-1-14 inch screen go into 
the flrpt grade. 
Nuts slightly larger 
than this lire desirable and usually 
sell at a premium, but extremely 
large monstrosities have only a very 
limited demand and should not be^} 
considered for extensive commercial 
planting. 
Shape 


The ideal walnut is not limited to 
any specific shape but It should be 
symmetrical and pleasing to the eye. 
Commonly a nut 
which is rather 
broader at the base than at the apex 
has the best appearance. 
Surface 


A smooth, even surface isjnore de­ 
sirable than one which is rough and 
deeply grooved. 
Thickness 


Extreme thinness of shell is not, as 
is sometimes supposed, necessary or 
even desirable, as the nut of this 
quality will not stand shipping and 
rough handling. The shell should be 
thin enough to crack with moderate 
pressure but strong enough to with­ 
stand any ordinary handling in the 
sack. 
Soallng 


An Important quality is the manner 
in which the two halves of the shell 
are sealed together. 
Many otherwise 
good nuts aro deficient in this quality, 
since they crack open at the slightest 
pressure or when exposed to the sun 
In drying. 
The ideal walnut should 
be thoroughly sealed, so that it will 
not spilt open along the natural su 
turo much easier than at any other 
point. 
Color 


Walnuts of a light, yellowish color 
are more desirable than those, which 
are dark. The best nuts should, be of 
sufficiently attractive color to make 
bleaching unnecessary unless they be­ 
come stained by rain or mud. 
Meat 


The meat should be full and plump, 
filling the shell quite completely, but 
coming out intact from the halves 
of the shell without difficulty. 
In 
the best meated walnuts the meat 
equals or slightly exceeds the shell In 
weight. 
Some good nuts fall a little 
short of this, but no nut should be 
considered satisfactory In this respect 
In which the meat comprises 
less 
than 45 per cent of the total weight. 
The meat should be of a light, attrac­ 
tive color, sweet, "nutty" flavor, and 
rather soft consistency. 
Season 


The walnuts now growing In this 
state vary over several months In re­ 
gard to the time at which their nuts 
ripen. It is desirable that the crop 
should be ready for harvest as early 
as possible in order to get the nuts 
into the holiday market and also com­ 
plete the harvest before the rainy 
season begins. 
Summary 


To sum up then, the Ideal walnut 
Is one which at maturity .averages at 
least 200 pounds per year. It is im­ 
mune to blight, frost, sunburn, perfor­ 
ation, and any other serious disease 
or Injury. It bears a nut of moderate 
ly large 
size, 
symmetrical 
shape, 
smooth surface, medium thickness of 
shell, firm sealing, and 
light 
color 
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Proof

MORE UNIFORMITY IN 


THE HIGH SCHOOLS 


A bill providing that 
high 
school 
courses of study must hereafter re 
ceive the approval- of the state board 
of education has been introduced In 
the senate by Senator, Anderson 
of 
Orange county, andisNo^figA, amend 
ing Section 1750 of the political Code 
The idea is to centralize the control 
of high schools in the state board In 
order to secure uniformity in courses 
of study and text books, which 
has 
been Impossible where the control was 
vested in local boards of education, 
with unlimited powers. 


The result of the 
present 
system 
has been; that often a student could) 
not transfer frqjn one high school to 
another within the same county and 
continue in the same courses of study 
or with the same text books, because 
the courses were different in the dif­ 
ferent schools. 
This has worked a 
great hardship, and has been general­ 
ly .detrimental to secondary education. 
The state board will strive to secure 
general uniformity without making It 
so cast iron as to strangle initiative 
or individuality in schools. 


The state board will 
endeavor 
to 
broaden the scope of high school edu­ 
cation, 
and 
encourage 
vocational, 
agricultural, manual training and do­ 
mestic science courses. The aim will 
he to give the student an equipment 
which will allow his to successfully 
compete for a livlihood In the work­ 
aday world. Heretofore, 
most 
high 
schools have been 
subordinated as 
merely, preparatory to 
universities. 
Hereafter, if this bill passes, one or 
two courses will lead to the university, 
while all others will lead to useful 
occupations in life. Scarcely 10 per 
cent of high School students enter uni­ 
versities, and yet in the past the aim 
of high school courses has been direct­ 
ed :for the especial benefit of this 
small minority. 


The text book evil will also be cur­ 
ed. High schools at present are em­ 
ploying hundreds 
of 
different 
text 
books, with frequent changes in these. 
The state board expects to establish 
a" standard list, from which local high 
school authorities may make selec 
tions, but once a. selection is made, 
the books adopted cannot be changed 
for four years.. 


WASHINGTON, DC., Feb. 12.—In 
order to minimize the damage done by 
insect pests to citrus'fruits in Florida, 
which oil the average amounts 
to 
from 25 'to 40 per cent ot;the crop, 
the Department of Agriculture has 
worked out a spraying scheme which 
has given striking results In the three 
years that it 
has 
been 
practiced 
Practicably all of the damage that in­ 
sects do to citrus fruits in Florida 
can be attributed to six species. The 
most destructive Is the citrus white- 
fly; the second, the purple scale; and 
the third, the rust mite. To do away 
with these pests government special­ 
ists advocate four sprayings, two of 
which are primarily intended to kill 
the whitefly and scale insects and the 
two others to, destroy the rust mites. 
The number of sprayings, however, is 
not fixed, but depends 
to 
a 
large 
measure upon 
the 
thoroughness of 
the work and the seriousness of the 
infestation. 


The first spraying should be done in 
May after the adults of the first brood 
of whiteflies have 
disappeared 
and 
before the appearance of those ot the 
second brood. At that time the fruit 
should be an inch or more in diam­ 
eter. A parafllne-oll .emulsion is used, 
prepared 
In 
accordance 
with 
the 
formula described'in Bureau of En­ 
tomology circular 168. 
Following is 
the formula: 


Whale oil soap, eight pounds or one 
gallon; parafflhe oil, 
two 
gallons; 
water, one gallon. 


The mixture is prepared by adding 
the oil very slowly to the soap, the 
whole 
being 
vigorously 
stirrred 
throughout the process. It is impor­ 
tant that the oil should be added 
in small quantities and the stirring be 
sufficient to keep oil and soap in the 
form of an emulsion. 
After the re 
quired amount of oil has been added 
and after free oil has cease to ap­ 
pear on top of the soap, the water is 
slowly poured in. 
After being 
pre 
pared in this way the mixture Is di­ 
luted by the addition of 50 gallons of 
water to one of mixture, which leaves 
a spray approximately 1 per cent oil. 
This is the maximum strength requir­ 
ed for whiteflies and purple scale. 


In June of July the 
rust 
mites 
should be attacked by a lime-sulphur 
solution of the strength of one to 50 
or one to 75. This spraying should 
be done when the maximum number 
of rust mites have made their ap 
pearance *and4 before any russeting ap 
pears. ' It also' will kill. some scale 
and whiteflies, but should not be re­ 
lied 
upon for 
this purpose. 
Some 
time between August 25 and October 


31, the trees should be sprayed again 
with parafTine oil emulsion in 
order 
to kill all the whitefly larvae which 
are the progeny of the third and last 
brood. 
The earlier these are killed 
the better it is for the tree. 
This 
spraying also will serve to remove the 
sooty moulds from the trees and from 
the fruit, enabling the sun to color it. 


In November 
or December 
it 
is 
frequently 
desirable to spray again 
with the lime-sulphur solution in or­ 
der to kill off what rust mites there 
may be. 


The cost of following such a scheme 
is estimated at from 20 to 35c a year 
for each tree. One grower was able 
to carry it at a cost of 3c per box 
of fruit, and on'the other hand it cost 
another 8c. 
Eight cents 
may 
be 
taken as the maximum figure. In re­ 
turn for this outlay the trees yield not 
only most abundant but much larger 
fruit. The Increase In the size of the 
fruit alone should result, it is estimat- 
en, in an increased production of from 
12Vi to 25 per cent, amounting approx­ 
imately to 2,000,000 boxes for the en­ 
tire citrus crop in Florida, 
if this 
scheme was followed throughout the 
entire state It Is thought that the out­ 
put would be at least 25 per cent great­ 
er than it.now is, and that the appear­ 
ance of the fruit would alBO be much 
better. In one orchard, sprayed rows 
yielded 60 to 70 boxes of fruit while 
adjoining rows which were left un 
sprayed had only ubout five boxes.

Mr. and Mrs. E. Avery McCarthy 
and Mr. and Mrs. J. H. Adams of Los 
Angeles* made 
an 
automobile 
trip 
through the Covina district last Sun­ 
day, visiting property owned by the Mc­ 
Carthy people east of the city of Co­ 
vina. 
They have a 12-acre site lying 
Just east of the old Ruddock place, 
on a sightly knoll, where Mr. McCar­ 
thy intends to build a home in the near 
future. 


This property has been in the Mc­ 
Carthy family for 28 years, and Is the 
last remaining piece of land in the old 
Hollehbeck ranch, which 
originally 
contained 3000 acres. 
Mr. McCarthy 
will build his home on the piece of 
property that he has reserved for that 
purpose.

One of the most important innova 
tions projected for the school system 
of California by the state 
board 
of 
education is that of rural supervision. 
It is provided in Senate Bill No. 452 
introduced by Senator Anderson 
of 
Orange county, and In Assembly Bill 


No. 
1036, introduced by Assemblyman 
Scott of Tulare county. These bills are 
the result of the close, examination 
made of elementary schools 
by Dr. 
Margaret Schallenberger, commission­ 
er of elementary education, during the 
past year. The bills provide for the 
reorganization of county boards of ed­ 
ucation and a salary for certain mem­ 
bers, who thereby become supervising 
assistants under the direction of the 
county school superintendents. 


The method of arranging for 
this 
supervision is briefly as follows: The 
county board of education is made to 
consist of the county superintendent 
of .schools' and four other members 
appointed by the board of supervisors. 
The county superintendent may then 
appoint from the four persons 
thus 
selected one supervising member for 
the first fifty teachers, one supervis­ 
ing member for each one hunflred ad­ 
ditional teachers, 
or major fraction, 
employed in the school districts of the 
county not 
having supervising prin­ 
ciples.

from 
101 to 200 rural teachers would have 
two supervising 
superintendents 
to

"Expert supervision of (rural) teach­ 
ers Is Imperative. 
No individual in 
any field of activity who works alone, 
recelvlr. neither help nor suggestion 
nor recognition, does hlH 
best work 
alone. 
In addition, the, rural teacher 
needs training in her work. It Is pass­ 
ing strange that we should Imagine we 
nrn getiing the best service from at 
teacher when we put her as far away 
from public opinion and expert super­ 
vision as possible. Even a good teach­ 
er does not know enough to fulfill all 
her task when thus isolated."

I have been requested to continue 
my articles on psychology in the Ar­

In giving these general written In­ 
structions on auto-suggestion, cover­ 
ing the curing of disease, bad habits, 
Buch as liquor, tobacco, morphine and 
all pernicious habits. Developing the 
will, improving the memory, etc.. being 
a few general examples covering the 
wide use of the laws of suggestion, 
the student must bear in mind certain 
fundamental facts. 


First, that no general Instructions 
will apply to all individual cases. 


Second, that one to get results 
thj-ough auto-suggestion, which is giv­ 
ing suggestions to oneself, are Just as 
effective as those given you by an­ 
other, providing you have an Intense, 
earnest, sincere desire or wish; that 
you will expect and look for good re­ 
sults,, never doubting or wondering if 
It is doing you any good. Don't do it 
three days out of seven and then say 
It does .you no good, but keep ever­ 
lastingly at it. Some get instantane­ 
ous results, others it takes longer, 
depending on the intensity of your 
thought. It is re-educating your habit 
of thought, 
and it 
takes 
time to 
change lifetime habits. 
That is way 
a mother should understand the laws 
of suggestion that she may educate 
and develop the plastic mind's before 
habits have been formed. 


Third, never use the laws of sugges 
tlon for anything but what is practi 
cal and useful. 
Remember you are 
using your inner mind, sometimes 
called the subjective, sub-conscious, 
automatic, soul or divine mind, to aid 
you physically, mentally and Intollec 
tually.
